that it comes, like the dew of heaven, to 
every class. Kings, who live in iuxnry, 
beggars, who go through existence in a 
state of chronic cold and banger, giants 
and cripples, abstainers and drunkards, 
large eaters and small eaters, toilers and 
sluggards, brain workers and body work- 
ers, vegetarians and carnivores, smokers 
rod nonsmokers, sans and insane—all 
have apparently an equal chance of the 
prize of long life. An old woman who 
died in Ireland at the age cf 113 was all 
her life a beggar and during the last half 
of it was never known to eat a square 
meal from one end of the year to the eth- 
er.—London Lancet.

It is 
this, combined with bis profound oriental 
scholarship, his fine old world style and 
the richness, variety and quaintness of bis 
vocabulary, which bas given to bis original 
edition its unique value.

However, the tariff is now oat of 


the hand* of the legislative aad exec- 
otive branches of the government, 
and doubtless it will aext fall into 
the hands of the Judiciary. One of 
th* first point* to be determined is as 
to the time at which the law became 
effective. Section 3J of the set itself 
contains the phrase, "on aad after 
the day when this act shall go into 
effect." Under this phraseology it 
will doubtless be held that the law 
took hold at midnight on Friday last, 
OB the principle thus set forth in Ab- 
bott's National Digest: 


The statute imposing a new rate 


of duty oa goods imparted "from and 
after the passage of the act" applies 
to goods imported upon the day when 
the act took effect.—Supreme Court 
1815. 
Arnold vs. United States. 9 
Graeeb, 104. 


This would seem to be conclusive 


of the point that all goods withdrawn 
from bond yesterday were subject to 
the new duties. Toe importers, how- 
ever, will resist this ruling es being 
retroactive, if they can find a legal 
foothold fur their claim; and there 
may be work a-plenty for the judi- 
ciary in the near fat ore.—PWtadeZ- 
ftaa fiecord.

It is estimated that American heir- 


esses pay annually to foreign titled for- 
tune tranters the aggregate enmof $30,- 
000,000. So prevalent has become the 
fashion of rich American women mar- 
rying foreigners that tbe last New York 
legislature felt ooMtrained to pass a 
law to protect such women and their 
heirs from the disposition of their hus- 
bands to grab everything they possess. 
This law provides that any woman, 
bom a citizen of the United States, who 
shall have married or shall marry an 
alien, and the foreign born children 
and descendants of any snob woman 
stall, Botwithatauiling hero? their resi- 
dence or birth in a foreign country, be 
entitled to take, bold, convey and devise 
real property situated within the state 
of New York.

Be- 
ing nearly dead, the sufferer is nearly 
buried. A bole is dug in the soft earth, 
and tbe victim is made to stand up in it 
while the dirt is tbrcwu in around him 
until only bis bead is seen above ground. 
This seems to draw out the soreness, 
sad in a short tiiae the patient has fal- 
ly recovered."

SALADS AS A DAILY DIET. 


Matt Wbolraonw Food and Should B* 


Eaten Eray Hay. 


"Tbe lyauty r.nd wbolesomeDesi of the 


salad should command it to every Ameri- 
can housekeeper," writes Mrs. S. T. Borer 
in her cooking lesson on "Tbe Making of 
Salads" in The Ladies' Home Journal. 
"I do not refer to those highly seasoned 
combinations of bard boiled egg* and mus- 
tard, but to dainty dinner or luncheon 
salads, made with a dressing of olive oil, a 
few dropa of lemon juice and a light sea- 
soning of gait, garlic and pepper. 


"Tbe suite necessary for tbe well being 


of oar blood are bountifully given in these 
green vegetables. Then, too, it Is a pleas- 
ant way of taking fatty food. All machin- 
ery must be well oiled to prevent friction, 
and tbe wonderful human engine is not an 
exception to the rule. Look carefully to it 
that yen take sufficient fatty food. 


"Tbe Americans do not use encngh oil 


to keep them in perfect health. While bat- 
ter is served in same families three times 
a day, and is better than no fat, its com- 
position is rather against ic as compared to 
a sweet vegetable oil. Fata well digested 
are tbe salvation of consumptive* or those 
suffering from any form of -.uberonlosls. 
For these reasons a sliuplo aalnd composed 
of any green vegetable and a French dress- 
ing should be aeen ou every well regulated 
table 865 times a year. Those who live 
out of town can obtain from the fields sor- 
rel, locg docks, dandelions and lamb's 
quarters for the cost of nicking. Where 
desserts lire not used, and I wish, for 
health's saiso, they might bo abolished, a 
salad with u bit of chocse and bread or 
wafer yr cracker, with u sraall cup of cof- 
fee, may close Uie meal. Where a dessert 
is used the salad, cbceso «ud wafer are 
served just before ic, to prick up the appe- 
tite that it iii5.T enjoy more fully £ao sweet. 
At a largo tlimiiT tiio s-a!;ul is usually 
served with th« jrarae oonrse."

X RAYS IN MINING. 


Tm»te tj«* Bcv*sl« the PIMCMC of Gold In 


To apply tbe X rays to mining is a 


novel idea which has jost been devel 
oped by Or. F. E. Yoakum of I/os An 
geles. He ha* fixed the X ray upon a 
piece of quartz whose exterior showed 
no indication of gold and has imprinted 
npon a photographic plate the shadow 
of particles of the precious metal within. 


Becently the physician was photo- 


graphing a tumor. There waa a vacant 
space on the plate, and just for look lie 
placed there a bit erf gold bearing quartz. 
When tbe plate was developed there 
stood forth npon it tbe outlines of rock, 
with specks here and there showing the 
presence of gold. Since then be baa ta- 
ken a number of'pictures of valuable 
ore. Tbe X rays pass through the quartz 
easily, bnt tbe gold stays their progress, 
so tbe ray photograph snows the pres- 
ence of gold distinctly. 


It is not necessary to take a photo- 


graph. It is possible to hold ore in one's 
band and by looking through tbe screen 
toward the ruck tlie shadow of tbe gold 
ia visible. Dr. Yoakum believes this 
discovery will bo of service to geologists 
and mineralogists in studying rock*. 
He thinks perhaps it will be possible to 
BBS X rays ia mining ore.—New York 
Snu. 


Promoting Marriages In France. 


Another curiccs rcir.edy for the pauc- 


ity of births ia Franco is suggested by 
the amiable scientific Seuaiors Gnvot, 
iiabbe and Berthclot, who have intro- 
duced a bill providing tbat all married 
conscripts will ouly have to servo a 
year in tho ranks. 


The promoters of tbe measure express 


the opiuiou tbat tho reason the men do 
not marry is because military service 
comes jest at the time when youths nat- 
urally'Contemplate marriage, bnt they 
hope by too offer of deducting two years 
from their military service to entice 
large numSers iuro matrimony. 


In order to obviate the probability of 


scheming couscripta niarryiiig ia order 
to esoupu being drafted into tho army 
aud thtiu divuruiiig their wives at ibe 
end of n year's service the bill provides 
that conscripts so acting will have to 
return to tho army and complete their 
three years' service,—Now York Times. 


Fwtn About CryMalliial ion. 


Several wi>nks ago Professor Von 


Hoist, the v.-pi! known historian, c:n i;is 
return Irom JJuropn to Chicago utiivu- 
sity KUV& au account of the great <as- 
covery by Profc&sor Von Sehroen that 
crystals were orgauio snbstauccs aud 
said he wanted to raise $500,000 to 
help tbe professor iu bis invistiguticns. 
Since then a letter lias been received at 
San Francisco frcci a gentleman vrho 
interviewed Professor Von Schroen, iu 
Naples which throws a different light 
on the subject. It seems the professor 
is studying n process of crystallization 
and has taken 2,800 photographs to 
show the transfer of organic into inor- 
ganic matter. Some photographs showed 
tbe successive phases of crystallizations 
from albuminous substances to Atone. 
His investigations will Jw «f great im- 
portance, not only to bartwiology, but 
to physics, chemistry "••"•'! mineralogy.

•'Tbtfinrt gceat peril of my life occurred 


In Ptrth Amboy 11 yean ago, when I was 
Vest than 8 years old, bat I luuerDber all 
abcat it as wall as if H were an occurrence 
si <3££ui data, I was playing about «n 
unflnlihfd frame building with a boy of 
aiy «m: ««•. named I«oompt. We were 
climbing abot.t the frame on the second 
floor when I lost my footing and fell 
ttnxmgh tbo Boor beams. 


*'I went down through the floor boamn 


of tbe flrst story and struck, bead fore- 
most, on a pile of brides in tho cellar. In 
tbu aconnd or two of my, fall I was fully 
conseiots of my peril, but X recall no feel 
ing of terror, only a vagm hope that I 
should not ba hurt. I was unconscious 
when I was picked up, nnd when I came 
to X MmeBtbeied my last sensations and 
fait of nay arms and legs to see If they 
wero broken and was content when I found 
that they wore whole and I bad received 
no worse barm than a sore scalp. 


"The next occasion of doadly peril was 


in 1S63, when I was tramping through tbe 
Adirondack region with Stephen S. Van 
Schaiok of New York. 


We bad caught a ride with a fanner, 


and, bating been with him for a mile or 
two and told him that we were sightsee- 
ing, be stopped bis wagon, and, pointing 
to a path that ted into tbe piney woods to 
the right, MM: 


yon want to see a Bight, take that 


path.' 


"We thanked him, and, without asking 


any questions, plunged into tbe woods. I 
was in tho laid, A quarter of a mila from 
the road I suddenly emerged from tbe 
woods, and befoni Ibad time to look about 
me I found myself sliding along the face 
of a rock which sloped gently away from 
tbe> woods. Tbe rook was covered with a 
mating of pine needles, which were as 
smooth as glass. Any one who has tried 
climbing over earth paths ucder tbe pine 
trees knows how the feet will slide on the 
dead pine needles. I slid along surely but 
not rapidly and could not stop rny progress. 
A* I slid I braced ray feet and looked 
•head. Not more than 10 or 15 fee* ahead 
I saw that tbe rook ended in midair and 
that before me lay a deep T«lley. To 
make any move to stop myself seemed to 
»M> merely to make disaster more immi- 
nent, and I did nothing but brace my feet 
more firmly, as if I were being driven for- 
ward on slick ice by a strong wind. As I 
drew near the edge of the rock I confident- 
ly expected that I would continue my 
course right over Hand bedashed todeatb, 
and yet I bad no thought cf terror. At 
tbe very brink the surface ot tbe rock 
turned upward a little, and this arrested 
my progress when my very toes were even 
with the edge. As I came to a standstill 
tbe scene before me was so striking that 
all thought of my danger left me. 


"I was on the edge of a table rock which 


I think most have been 300 feet above the 
bottom of tbe valley, and It was a sheer 
drop from there below. From tbe Ifcft 
came a stream of water, end this plunged 
in a fall, perhaps a hundred feet high, in- 
to a basin of rock which was as round and 
perfect as a washbowl From the edge ot 
this basin the water poured over in anoth- 
er fall into a second basin of the same sort, 
and from there tbo water ran in a white, 
broken stream in rapids which extended in 
the bottom of the valley to beyond where I 
stood. An old water mill stood beside the 
second basin and hills shot in the valley 
just a few hundred yards beyond. Had I 
fallen over the edge of tho table rook I 
would have dropped into tho rocky rapids 


My third peri1 was at th0 bands of a 


pockmarked lieutenant of tbe Pinkerton 
force who was guarding the railroad yards 
at tbe Port Johnston coal docks at Ba- 
vonne during the great coal handlers' 
strike in 1387. For some reason he bad 
token a great dislike to me, and when I 
sought to enter tbe yard to sec bis captain 
be stopped me. 
" 'I want to see the captain,' I said. 
'"Be is not cere,' he said. 
" 'Be is.' I answered. 'I see him there,' 


pointing to tbe man I wanted a hundred 
yards down tbe track. 
" 'Get oat of here!' he exclaimed and 


dropped his band to tbe hilt of his revolver. 
"I stepped back two feet to the line be- 


tween the tracks which marked tbe edge 
of the yard and stood facing him. His 
hacd worked on the iiiit of bij pistol, and 
every moment I expected biro to draw and 
fire. 
A bey* hod been wnntonly shot only 


a few days before by a Pinkerton man at 
Wcehawkeu, and other acts of violence 
had been committed by these men. Wo 
(acod each other for perhaps five miiiutes, 
luring which time I expected every mo- 
ment to be ray last, but I bad no feeling 
except one of curiosity to see what he 
would dare to do. Finally he turned and 
walked av?ay, and I also left. 
Two yenrs 


later I met one of his men to whom I had 
done some slight ia-mr. 
" That lit.uU'iiant meant to kill yon 


that day, 'he said. 
: 
"Y«a> I knew it,' I replied. 
" ' So dM I,' he fald, 'and when he diop 


peS hi* ha&d to h!s pistol I lowcreu my 
Winchester rifle into position, and if he 
ted dvawa his pistol I meant to m<nd a 
Winchester ritte bullet through him.' —

CZAR'S MAN FRIDAY. 


Frtnee Uehtoouki I* the Friend cud Con- 


fidant of Ntcholaa. 


Prince Uchtoinski is perhaps the most 


intimate friend and associate that Nicholas 
has among his subjects. He accompanied 
the czar on hit; memorable trip to China 
and Japan and was able thoroughly to in- 
gratiate btmsDt^wltb the youth who was 
destined so sBort a time after to become 
his sovereign. Uchtomski was at the time 
an official of tbe ministry of the interior, 
bat was not liked either uy his immediate 
chiefs or by the minister himself, M. Dour- 
novo, and consequently had seen many of 
his juniors promoted over his .head. So 
sooner bad Nicholas succeeded to the 
throne than the minister, anxious to carry 
favor with the new czar, submitted to him 
a memorandum proposing Prince TJch- 
toroski for promotion and for the appoint- 
ment as chief of a new department. Tbe 
ozar read the memoir, and then, with a sar- 
castic smite, remarked, "Ob, yon are sud- 
denly appreciating Ucbtomski's merits." 


M. Donmovo became perplexed and ter- 


ribly embarrassed, whereupon the czar 
commanded him to leav i it on bis desk. 
Ucbtomski received the appointment ia 
question, but held it only for a few days, 
resigning it in older to assume tbe presi- 
dency of tbe newly organized Busso-Cbi- 
oese bank at St. Petersburg, to which be 
had been nominated by the ozar, and 
which is intrusted with tbe management 
of the extensive financial relations between 
tbe two governments. The ozar likewise 
authorized him to become the editor in 
chief of tbe now important daily newspa- 
per, tbe Viedomosti, which derives its im- 
portance from the conviction that it re- 
flects the personal views of the czar, and 
which distinguishes itself for its t.iciHi- 
pionship of Kussia's interests in the ori- 
ent. 


Tbe prince holds tbe appointment of 


chamberlain and master of ceremonies to 
tbe czar, so that be Is able to obtain access 
to bis imperial friend and patron at all 
times.—-Exchange. 


Treatment of Tuberculosis. 


In the Black forest in Germany is a 


eanatorium devoted to tbe treatment of 
tuberculosis patients. Reports from this 
piece say that feeding aud fresh aig with 
carefully regulated exercise are tbo means 
upon which much of the cure depemia 
The patients declare that tbe eating is sim- 
ply stuffing until they an as luzy ns cne 
can imagine. There are raw meate, fat. 
honey u'J'l somo fruit, with quantities of 
roilt nnd butter. 
Meat is given three 


times n day, and between meals if the pa- 
tients will take it. In faut, the general 
idea seems to be to bnilil up and hraca up 
and. fatten up as much as possible, 
Tbe 


rooms aro comfortably heated, but the 
windows ure open, so that there is « con- 
stant supply of fresis jiir. 'i'he patients plod 
about ia the sun and in nilsorts of weath- 
er and «£iii to iiourish with the treat- 
ment. Any amount of jjork is included iu 
the diet, and eggs, custards and streets n!so 
are provided in abundance. The patients 
gain and write borne to their friends that 
they are wonderfully improved. 
They, 


however, agree that the same treatment 
WOtllfl tn> ilupOaiiibiO 8t 
hTOTjO, RS the pa- 


tieuts would not prepare for themselves the 
diet that the doctors prescribe for them 
and insist upon their taking. 
While ad- 


mitting that there is imicb in this disease 
that has never been satisfactorily explain- 
ed, the physicians are confident that by 
building up the system the patient is able 
to successfully rosiet tho encroachment of 
disease and linally to throw off tiisoase 
gonns or became practically immune.— 
New York Ledger.

It is announced in London Out tbe 


Chilean government, diauiayed by tbe 
collapse of tbe Bank of Santiago, tbe 
fourth important bank that nasreceitly 
gone into liquidation in tbe republic, 
has resolved to accept the offer of an An- 
glo-Belgian syndicate to establish a joint 
clock bank under government guarantee 
in Chile. The, syndicate has undertaken 
to deposit gilt edged securities to a large 
amount in the Bank of England as a 
warrant of good faith. It seems a pity 
that no United States financiers can see 
their way to establish some institution 
of this kind in Obile, since all that ia 
required to make it a success is sound 
business methods, the absence of which 
alone baa led to the failure of tbe four 
native banks above mentioned. 


In times gone by tbe moment a fugi- 


tive negro slave set foot upon English 
soil or even on board an English man- 
of-war, the poor creature became ipso 
facto free. This is no longer the case, 
for Sir Charles Dilfce bos just drawn 
attention, in the bouse of commons to 
tbe fact that slaves who escape from 
Zanzibar or from Pemba to the slip of 
British territory on the mainland are 
by order of the British courts and offi- 
cials banded over to their former mas- 
ters for further bondage. 


Czar Nicholas -will on the occasion 


of bis forthcoming visit to Warsaw re- 
ceive from his Polish subjects a wel- 
come that will for tbe first time be 
unanimous, spontaneous and sincere. 
Since bis accession to tbe throne tbe Old 
system of persecution seems banished 
by wiser and more humane counsels. 
Men of enlightened and liberal views, 
and frequently professing the Roman 
Catholic faith, have been lately ap- 
pointed to the post of governor and to 
other official places. ,.^d the emperor 
has just consented to tbe immediate 
nomination ot Catholic bishops to seven 
episcopal sees which have remained va- 
cant for many Tears, indeed ever since 
tbe exiletoSibmucx their former bish- 
ops. 


It does not apeak well for France that 


the government should Aud it necessary 
to lower the regulation height of, tho 
infantry soldier from 5.66 feet to 4 f«et 
11 inches. True, it is estimated that 
this lowering of the regulation height 
will add scaie 10,000 men to tbe French 
army, bot at the same time it is an ad- 
mission that the average stature of the 
Frenchman is diminishing, and it may 
be questioned whether the fnii equip- 
ment of u i'rtDcii jiuesmau, which is 
very heavy, will not prove too weighty 
a burden for this new class of recruits. 
Mean-while 
tbe 
military authorities 


are making arrangements to transform 
Nancy into au imueuse intrenched 
camp at a cost of some $40,000,000, 
garrisoning it by a force of tiO.OOO men. 
It must be bcruo in isiud that according 
to th« actual lilies of advance cf Ger- 
many tho seizure of Nancy would be 
the first aad main object of an inavding 
army. Kaacy would thai be made the 
base of operations ugaiusc Toul, and 
once Tcr.l taken, tun road to Paris 
would be open. 


According to official statistics which 


have just teeu issued in .London, the 
national debt during the last five years 
in England shows an average daily de- 
crease cf ueiivly $100,000, the exact fig- 
ures being £lS>,4yS. Daring tho same 
period tho tuitions! debt of the United 
•States shows an average daily increase 
of more than $125,000, the exact fig- 
ures piven being £23,275. France's 
debt increase.-* $120,000 daily, Ger- 
many's debt over |130,000, whilo that 
of Eussin shows u daily growth of not 
less than ®40o,000. Franco's national 
debt today is tho larcest. heading tha 
list with "$G, 000,000,000. 


Tho national legislature of Switzer- 


land has just iKi.-sed tbe bill of the fed- 
eral council providing for tho purchase 
by the state of all t'-e railroads in tho 
country. The iccasuro is meeting with 
but little opposition iu Switzerland it- 
self, owing to tilt; somewhat alarming 
discovery that most of the stock of tho 
Swiss railroad companies is held in 
(•it-rraauy. Indeed, n certain satisfaction 
has been created by the decision of the 
government to take possession of tbo 
railroads tit valuation, which is inferior 
by EOOSO J80,000,000 to tbe price which 
would have had to be paid by the state 
were it to buy tbo stock, even in its 
present depreciated condition. 


It would bo> wrong to attach undue 


importance to thn apprehensions ex- 
pressed iii Loudon with regard to the 
possibility »f :, revival in ludia of tho 
terrible iusurri-eijuu el 40 yearn ago, 
known in history by tho rair.o of the 
Sepoy mutiny. Plugue, 
fnmino and 


earthquake IinTe recently visited India 
in rapid Rucccanion, and when in addi- 
tion thereto oue takes into considera- 
tion the difficulty of th« native mind to 
appreciate sanitary measures which nre 
mostly regarded as sacrilegious and thn 
existence of u legal system which prac- 
tically protects money lenders it is as- 
tonishing that them should not be 
more unroot atnoug the dunky licgn* of 
the nmpre»! qnaeu thuu is tho caw,— 
New York Tribuiw.

when first made, it will be so as long 


it exists. No extra allowance of ma- 


terial need be made on that account. 


Tbe desirable features of a ladder are 


east weight and the greatest strength, 
lite first we can have by using bass- 
wood throughout, side* and rounds, or, 
f we can obtain it, so called shoemako 
'or tbe latter, as it is still lighter than 
uisswood. Tbe sides should be tapered 
icth ways as much as possible and still 
retain sufficient strength. It is tbe 
weight of the top end that makes a lad- 
der heavy and clumsy to handle. This 
ia tbe great objection to those adjust- 
able section ladders that are now offered 
to tbe public. They are too top heavy. 
Thus writes a contributor to Tbe Farm 
and Fireside, who is also authority for 
he following: 


The strength of the sides lies in their 


shape. A round or square stick is not 
nearly as strong as when the same 
amount of material is changed into a 
Joard or strip of one-half its thick- 
less, but twice as wide. Besides, the 
loles for the rounds weaken the round 
or square stick a great deal more than 
iey do tho flat. This principle is plain- 
y shown at Fig. 1, a representing a 
stick one inch square, b a slat one- 
half inch thick and two inches wide 
and c a board one-fourth of an inch 
;hicfc and four inches wide. Although 
all three forms contain tbe same quan- 
tity of material, a one inch hole would 
cat tbe first clear off, leave oae-balf of 
the second aud only take one-fourth of 
the third. Thus tbe wider the board 
the less it is weakened by tbe holes. 


The proper size of the sides must, of 


course, be governed by the length. I 
save now in use an 18 foot all basswood 
ladder, with sides of the following di- 
mensions, 1J^' by 8 inches at the bot- 
tom, tapered five-eighths of an inch by 


inches at the top. The rounds are 


turned 1% inches at the middle and ta- 
pered to fit seven-eighth inch boles at 
the ends. The whole weighs 24 pounds, 
[t is so easy to handle that a person of 
common strength can take it by the 
second aud fifth rounds-and easily raise 
it from the ground. When .first made, 
15 years ago, it was intended for hiv- 
ing bees. Since then its purpose has 
been lost sight of, and it has been used 
for all purposes—picking apples, paint- 
ing buildings, served for carpenters' 
use in building, has been loaned to 
neighbors and has answered as a barn 
ladder when not otherwise in use, and 
today it is practically as good as when 
new. 


I have also an 11 foot addition to tbe 


same ladder, making outside of the lap 


feet in tbe clear. The Hides of this 


are straight, 1 i£ by 8 inches, and the

As.it is not always practical, especially 
for long ladders, to secure basswood for 
the sides we bavo to resort to pino or 
cedar poles. In this case we should not 
sacrifice futnre convenienco for the lii- 
tlo time it may take to dross the poles. 
As 1 said before, it is not tho thickness 
of the half poles that gives them their 
strength, hut tboir width. They can be 
reduct U to nearly onc-nulf of their thick- 
ness (from 
their rounding side, of 


conrse) aud not- insn v.'ry much of tboir 
strength.

A dispatch from Anderson, Ind., 


says: A halt dozen wells in tbe new 
oil field will be brought in to-night 
and to-morrow. Half of them an 
showing good oil signs and the other 
half will bear shooting. Oil men are 
coming in for the purpose of seeing 
the result of these openings. Many 
new derricks an going up, and the 
result of these welto will have a great 
deal to do with the operations during 
the coming week. The city of Alex- 
andria has passed an ordinance re- 
quiring oil men to make connections 
Immediately after a well is shot, so 
as not to allow wells to spray, as WAS 
tbe ease the other day when the 
Stillwell gusher came in. It was al- 
lowed to spray for several hours and 
many houses in tbe neighborhood wen 
practically mined on the exterior. 
One or two wen damaged several 
thousand dollars, and suits for dam- 
ages will be filed against tbe owners 
of the wells. A great deal of drilling 
is now being done In Alexandria, and 
the Stillwell well waa in the center 
of a residence section. It has con 
verted into one of the most undesir- 
able locations in that city, and suite 
on the depreciation of property may 
also be brought by residence owners. 
The well Is still running big—con- 
siderably over the 200 barrel mark. 
The drilling this week will probably 
settle the bounds of the pool. It 
seems to have one of Its centers in 
the town limits of Alexandria. A 
derrick is also beiag put up by citi- 
zens of Florida station, six miles 
north.
